2 Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-6 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fa.rly suggest a method of managmg 
a power supply for an electronic device, the power supply having a rechargeable battery source and an auxiliary power source, the 
method comprising, inter alia, testing a measuring circuit for offset error, if power from the rechargeable battery source has been 
temporarily removed, before resuming an implementing step. 

Claims 7-1 1 26-38 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a power 
supply for an electronic device comprising, inter alia, a testing circuit for testing a measuring c.rcu.t for offset error, where.n the test.ng 
circuit is enabled during the isolation of the rechargeable battery from the device. 

Claims 1 2-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a system for 
operating a rechargeable battery comprising, inter alia, determining means for determining a cyclical charge value delivered to the 
rechargeable battery by said current maintaining means and the voltage maintaining means during a cycle; correction means for 
correcting said determining means when charge is not being delivered to the rechargeable battery, on the basis of the charge value.
